Rade (Rhade; Rade: klei Ede; Vietnamese: tieng E-de or tieng E 
De), is an Austronesian language of southern Vietnam. There may 
be some speakers in Cambodia. It is a member of the Chamic 
subgroup , and is closely related to the Cham language of central 
Vietnam/ 4 ^ 


Doan Van Phuc (1998:24)^ lists 9 dialects of Ede. They are spoken 
mostly in Dak Lak Province in the Central Highlands region of 
Vietnam. 

■ Kpa: spoken throughout Buon Ma Thuot 

■ Krung: spoken in Ea H'leo and Krong Nang; some Krung 
also live among the Jarai in Gia Lai Province 

■ Adham: spoken in Krong Buk, Krong Nang, and Ea H'leo 

■ Ktul: spoken in Krong Bong and the southern part of 
Krong P§k 

■ Drao (Kddrao): spoken in M'Drak (in the townships of 
Krong Jing, Cu 1 M'Ta, and Ea Trang) 

■ Bio: spoken in M'Drak (small population) 

■ Epan: spoken in M'Drak (small population) 

■ Mdhur: spoken in Ea Kar and M'Drak ; also in Gi a Lai Province and Phu Yen Province 

■ Bih: spoken in Krong Ana and in the southern part of Buon Ma Thuot
